freezing weather, and a quart of pure 
anti-freeze solution placed in the tube 
to prevent damage from that portion 
of the water which cannot be thor- 
oughly drained out. 

Thorough washing and cleaning 
down of all parts of the motor and 
chassis before storage, together with 
at grease in all bearings will help 
prevent the rusting and coating of es- 
sential parts.

When the sweet corn gets down 
to the nubbins and there are only 
fragments of this and that vegetable 
left in the garden it’s time to can 
soup and salad mixtures for winter 
use.

ELY CULBERTSON 


He Stepped Outside 


He Was Gone He Broke the Bank and 


For a Fight—While 


Won $10,000! 


' In the year 1921, a hot-headed 
young man was swaggering along 
the boulevards of Paris. His pockets 
were almost empty, but his heart 
was filled with boiling rage. Why? 
Because he had been robbed of four 
million dollars. Or at least his family 
had. Years ago, his father, an 
American geologist and mining en- 
gineer, had gone to Russia, dis- 
covered an oil field, and amassed a 
aa fortune. Then, after the war, 
he Soviets had confiscated his 
roperty, and left him penniless. His 
on had fied to Paris to save his 
ife, and there he found himself in 
921, with only twenty dollars be- 
ween him and hunger. 

So he took a chance. He drifted 


er. While his card was being 
awn, a Frenchman stepped on his 
oes. He flared up like a rocket, 
lied the Frenchman a swine, and 
emanded that he apologize toute 
uite! 

Did the Frenchman apologize? 
He did not! He was highly insulted, 
nd challenged the young American 
o a duel. They didn’t have swords 
r pistols, so they rushed out be- 
hind the club and tore into one an- 
ther with their bare fists. A couple 
lof black eyes, a bloody nose—and 
then they were parted. 

When the arrogant young Amer- 
ican came back to the gambling 
table, he was speechless. He had 
broken the bank. His stake had won 
not only once, but, while he was 
fighting, his winnings had kept on 
mounting by geometrical progres- 


sion until his five dollars had been 
boosted into ten thousand. 

That fight changed the whole 
course of his life—and it also af- 
fected several million Americans. 
How? Do you play bridge? Do you 
play the Calbertson system? Well, 
there would probabl ve been no 
Culbertson system if it hadn’t been 
for that fist fight, for when Ely 
Culbertson walked into the 
ling club, he intended to join the 
White Russian army, run his bayo- 
net through a few Bolsheviks, and 
fight for the return of his B ty. 
But now with ten thousan dollars 
in his pocket, he forgot all about 
war, took the first ship to America, 
rushed to Washington, sued the 
Soviet Government for four million 
dollars and intended to become a 
novelist or a professor of economics. 


That was in 1921. Culbertson was 
a miserable card player then. But 
now he takes in half a million dol- 
lars a year or ten thousand dollars 
a week out of the game of contract 
bridge. However, that’s not all profit 
by a long shot. He spends thirty 
thousand dollars a year in merely 
answering the countless questions 
that are constantly fired at him by 
bridge fans from all over the world. 
His assistants answer every ques- 
tion without charge. 

Culbertson, whose name is almost 
a synonym for contract bridge, was 
brought up by a pious Scotch Pres- 
byterian father who taught him that 
all gambling was sinful and that 
cards were a sinister device of the 
devil. 

A student of Karl Marx and Tols- 
toy, he has always been obsessed 
with radical ideas.

was a school boy in Russia, he or-

When he came to America in 
1922, he tried to get a job teaching 
philosophy and sociology; but he 
couldn’t.

Finally, he gave private lessons in 
French literature to a group of 
Socialists in New York and acted as 
concert manager for. his brother, 
who is a violinist. 

It never occurred to him to try 
to teach bridge then. He was only 
a poor card player, but a very stub- 
born one. He asked so many ques- 
tions and held so many post mor- 
tem examinations that no one 
wanted to play with him. He read 
books about bridge, but they didn’t 
help much, so he started to write a 
book himself. As the years went by, 
he wrote five books about —: 
but they were worthless, and he 
knew it, so he tore up the manu- 
scripts before they were ever put 
in type. The books that he has writ- 
ten since then have been translated 
into a dozen es and almost 
a million copies have sold. One 
of his books has even beep put into 


gamb-| Braille so that the blind can improve 


their bridge games. ; 
Culbertson first came to America 
in 1910. His Russian mother sent 
him here then because she wanted 
him to study at Yale. But he failed 
in his entrance examinations—failed 
he didn’t know enough 


Think of it! He was an American 
citizen. He knew American history 
backwards and forwards. He spoke 
Russian, Ge French, Spanish 
and Italian; but he couldn’t get b 
in English.
